therefor, of lands and easements 
or 
interests therein, including water and 
mineral rights, for the purpose of se- 
curing and promoting the proper con- 
servation, development, utilization and 
control thereof and to enact legisla- 
tion necessary or expedient therefor. 


Article of Amendment No. 3.

I 
am in the best of health and hope you 
are ail the* same. .Everything is about 
the same with our battery, just giving 
them a few shots now anil then to 
Keep them awake. We are in a French 
sector and think we are* the only Amer- 
icans for I haven't seen any since wo 
arrived. 
We are due for a campaign bads* 
for being iu the battle of the Marns. 
H they give us one for every bait la 
I won't have room to wear them. 
Well, mother. I received netvu of Ed- 
die Gillls' death and It was a great 
shock to me. Convey my sympathy to 
his mother. He couldn't have died for 
a better cause. 
I see by the papers 
that quite a few Lowell boys of Co. 
M havtt given un their lives. 
I re- 
ceive the papers pretty regularly, and 
have received the other things you 
sent me. 
1 don't think this war will last much 
longer, the way we are pushing them 
back now. 
You will wake up some 
morning and find it all over and then 
It will be "homeward bound."

We are being 
trained under capable officers. 
I be- 
lieve I have made very well in tha 
shooting, and srunner is my whole am- 
bition. 
I was picked for a sniper tn 
the 1st Pioneers and 1 am going to 
ae right where I can pick them off 
aere. 
France Is 
a 
place 
of w.onderful 
sights. Tt is a shame to see the way 
the 
Germans 
have 
ruined 
homes, 
churches, etc. I saw one church which 
was completely ruined. The walls, roof 
and floor were all in ashes, but the 
altar and a large cross were still 
standing. 
We are as far from the Germans 
as Collinsville is from you. The place 
where we stopped to have a rest way 
won by the Germans seven different 
times. The homes are all in ruins. We 
are stopping in homes that have been 
shelled by the Huns, liven as I am 
writing this letter the German air- 
planes are floating about us, but they 
have a fat chance of playing dirty 
work with our boys, so don't worry 
about what I have told you. Just re- 
member that I will be home before 
long. The American boys are the talk 
of all the English and French boys 
In the trenches. They never have seen 
such spirit as the American boys have. 
All they think of is "Up and at "em."' 
We have hit Hindenburg's line and 
are still going with no intention to 
stop. 
When I am sitting behind thp.t 
old machine gun I have no fear for 
all of the German army. I would teli , 
you a lot of things but the good okl 


censor, my lieutenant, might object, so 
1 think 1 better not interfere.

'I am feeling tine and hope that this 
letter finds you all the same. 1 have 
been kepi very busy for we just made 
another drive, and this-one was bet- 
ter than the other. We caught every- 
thing you can think of. 
They had 
been in this place for four years, but 
it didn't take the American boys four 
hours to set them out. The woods in 
back of No Man'a Lund was like tho 
camps at our best lakes, for they cer- 
tainly lived 
in 
class. 
But if you 
burned Lowell to the ground it would 
not begin to look like No Man'a Laud. 
I rode across it six hours after the 
boche had gone out of it and I thought 
that the auto would break in two. It 
look over an hour "o go the three 
miles. 
It would make anybody think 
of a bad storm on the sea. 
First 
you see him and now" you don't. 
The 
holes are big- enough to build a house. 
H was all thick woods once, but now 
you cannot see a tree. 
Last niffhi I was going across a 
bridge with the captain and major and 
a boche machine new down and shot, 
tiring at least a hundred shots at us. 
That was as clos'e as I ever want to 
come. 
They are using some French 
planes at night and we think they 
are our's. but when they are 60 and 
100 feet from the ground they sura 
pump It into us, if they have a chance. 
Everything is going fine outside of 
that. 
I lost a bet of 5100 by saying 
we would be on our way homo by tho 
middle of September, but hope to be 
there; for the 4th of July.

Somewhere at the Front,

Reverend Dear Sir:—Just'a few lines 
to let you know I received your let- 
ter quite a while ago, and this is the 
first chance J have had to answer it. 
I am in the best of .health and spirits 
and I hope this lettertlnds all the peo- 
ple of Billerica the same. 
We have 
been working hard every day to try 
to end the war. The way it looks to 
us fellows now, next spring will see 
the finish. I meet quite a few Billerica, 
men. Here are a few of their names:!

Scttinn the Clock 


There has been considerable ^pub- 


lished in the papers warning persons 
against retarding or setting back, the 
hands of their clocks one hour, to get 
"winter time." on the ground 
that 


such a procedure might injure the me- 
chanism. 
The orders given Follans- 


bee are to tha effect that Western Un- 
ion clocks should have th^lr hands ad- 
vanced forward, hour by hour until 
the clock hands come around to a 
point which shows, on consulting sum- 
mer time heing registered by a watch, 
the Western Union clock . is'-one hour 
exactly, behind summer 
time. 
The 


possibility of hurting the mechanism 
is thus avoided. 


Last April when clock hands were 


advanced one hour to gain the benefits 
of the "saving daylight," scheme, 
the 


Western Union office here, in common 
with all other Western Union offices, 
was able to manipulate all the subor- 
dinate clock by means of the electrical 
mechanism of the master clock. But In 
the process 
of 
"setting tho 
hands 


back." which in reality is not 
pro- 


scribed to be done in exactly that way, 
the work must be done by going from 
clock to clock. 


In the mills of the Hamilton manu- 


facturing company for instance there 
is one master clock (subordinate how- 
ever, to the master clock In the West- 
ern Union office) and about 25 or 30 
other clocks, all of them correctly reg- 
istering the correct time as it is "re-

emergency. The average citizen must 
take his choice—unless he possesses 
a clock that strikes the hours and 
then difficulties are to be encountered 
to test his own ingenuity.

experiement in daylight ^saving1' 
has 


been a decided success. * They point 
to the fact that congress came near 
making the practice year round, the 
senate having passed a bill to continue 
the provisions of the cat.

WASHINGTON. Oct. S6.—The sud- 


den flare of activity on tho Italian 
front.'after months of almost com- 
plete quiet,, attracted quick attention 
yesterday among 
military 
officials 


here. 
It was noted, however, that 


lirst official reports from Rome care- 
fully refrained 
from describing the 
action as a drive. 


The fact that nearly 2000 prisoners 


were taken .shows the surprise nature 
of the attacks and it also may indi- 
cate waning morale in the Austrian 
army. 
Oiiicers here would not 
be 


surprised if the Austrian forces, in 
view of eondiuons at home showed 
weakness under heavy assault. 
The 


place selected for the attack indicates 
that the present operations may be 
preliminary steps to a major offen- 
sive. 
If the high ground between 


the Hrenta and Piave rivers is car- 
ried in suniciem force, observers here 
believe it might be possible for the 
Italian army, supported by French 
and British units and artillery and 
possibly by American troops, to reach 
the valley of the upper Piavoand out- 
flank Ihe whole Austrian position on 
the lower stretches of the river, run- 
ning down from the Monte Grappa 
plateau to the sea.
